Washington, April 9.—The mag- 


nificent eqestrian statue of General 
John A. Logan, erected in Iowa Circle 
in loving memory 
of the distin- 


guished'warrior and statesmen by his 
comrades in aims and by the people 
whom he served so well, was unveiled 
this afternoon. The ceremony occur- 
red in the presence of ap. immense as- 
semblage, including President Me- 
Kinley and the members of his cabi- 
net, tJ)e surviving members of Q-en- 
eral Logan's family and many per- 
sons eminent in the military and 
civil life of *Tie nation. 


A grandson of the famous leader, 


Master George Tucker, drew the silk- 
en cord which released the .fluttering 
flags that draped the statue and dis- 
closed to view the 
heroic bronze 


figure. 


At 1:30 p. in. an imposing military 


parade, of whichh Col. Francis L. 
Ounther, of the Fourth -artillry, was 
grand marshal, was formed on Penn- 
sylvania avenue in front of the white 
house and thence escorted the presi- 
dent and other distinguished partici- 
pants in the ceremony to Iowa Circle. 


Many veteran organizations of both 


the civil and Spanish wars marched 
by separate routes to the scene of 
th unveiling. Music for the occasion 
was furnished by the Fourth Artil- 
lery band. 


* Qenarai Greenville M. Dodge, presi- 
dent of the society of the Army of 
the Tennessee, presided at the cere- 
mony in Iowa, circle. After the invo* 
Option had befen pronounced by the 
Bev, Irank^M. Bristol, the president's 
pa&tor, General Bodge presented the 
seulp-tor, tt-fc Franklin Simmons. 
Young Master tucker then released 
the clinging draperies of the statue 
and the splendid work was disclosed. 


THE PRESIDENT'S A'BBBiBSS. 
Following a brief introduction by 


General Dodge, President McKinley 
delivered the following address-: 


"My Fellow Citizen's:

•claims our country's appreciation of 
one of her heroic sons, whose natnie is 
dear to thfei American people, the 
ideal volunteer soldier of two wars, 
the eminent senator and commoner, 
Gen. 
John A. Logan. 


"Logan'ci career was unique* 
His 


distinction does n'ot rest upon his 
military achievements alone. 
His 


services in-^tha legislature of his own 
state, in ttihe national house of repre- 
sentatives and in the senate of the 
United States would have given, him 
an equally conspicudus place in the 
annals of .the country. He was great 
in the forttm and in fche field. 


"Some names instantly suggest <a 


sentiment. 
That of Logan* stands 


fof exalted patriotism. 
This was 


the ksy of his success. Party poli- 
tics to 'hitm was nothing when the 
Union was in danger. 
When the al- 


ternative cfltme he was swaft to diedi- 
cate his, life and fortune to the party 
of Lincoln because it stood for the 
indivisibility o'f 4he Union. 


"How much the did to create and 


increase the sentiment of loyalty and 
patriotism among the -people of his 
own state and throughout the tuaiion 
can never be told. He stood witih 
Douglas holding up the cause of the 
Union, 'and offered liis awn life as 
cheerful sacrifice, if need be for i 
preservation.

An intense patriot, he was <als>o an 
intense paitisan. He was forceful in 
the senate as the was undaunted in 
battle. 
He had convictions and fol-

was the sottl of frankness, and. al- 
ways at the front in every struggle 
civil or military, during the years of 
his eventful life.

Cooper, who was Attorney General 
Griggs' private secretary and who 
may continue with Mr. Knox in a 
similar capacity. 


After taking the oath Mr. Knox 


remained with the president until 
the cabinet assembled.

date of Pretoria, April 8, says: 


"Plumer has occupied Pietefsburg, 


with slight 
opposition.

tured two locomotives and 
thirty- 


nine trucks." 


The capture of Pietersburg is* re- 


garded here as important, tfhe place 
is the terminus of the railway and 
has been the capital of the Boer gov- 
ernment since the evacuation of Pre- 
toria. 
The whole northern railway 


is now in the hands of the British. 


According to Lor £ Kitchener*s dis- 


patch one officer and one man were 
killed. 


The Boers evacuated the town dur- 


ing the night prior to Plumer's ar- 
rival ajfter blowing up two trucks 
laden with ammunition. 


Lord Kitchener further reports the 


capture of sixteen prisoners, fifty 
horses and the depot of war stores 
at Boshmanskop, Orange River col- 
ony, 


As an 
officer the commander in 


chief reports that a detachment ot a 
hundred men, Fifth lancers and Im 
perial yoenianry, were attacked by 
400 Boers to the northward of Abei- 
deen, Cape Colony, and that after 
several hours fighting the British 
were surrounded and captured, with 
the exception 
of twenty-five, who 


succeeded in making their escape.

REJECTED 


FOLICE COMMISSIONED IN THE 


FIGHT. 


CITY COMPTROLLER'S ACTION 


REFUSES TO ACCEPT BOKBS ON 


XEOAL GROUNDS. 


COURTS THE NEXT RECOURSE 


MAY BE AN AGREEMENT TO AN 


OMNIBUS SUIT. 


The first actual gun fired in the 


fight between the gubernatorial po- 
ice commissioners and the city ad- 
ministration went off yesterday even- 
ng about 5 o'clock, when Messrs. 
William Geake, A, B. Trefctman and 


S. Bash called at the 
office of 


Comptroller Berghoff, according to 
appointment, and presented their 
bonds as police commissioners under 
appointment by the governor. 
Mr. 


Berghoff handed the bonds back to 
he gentlemen, saying that he re- 
'used to accept them on the ground 
;hat the appointments have no stand- 
ng under the constitution. The com- 
missioners left the city building evi- 
dently in the best of humor, as at no 
iine during1 the brief interview was 
here any personal spirit of animosity 
exhibited by either party. The de- 
parture of the commissioners closed 
the incident for the day, ana it is 
rumored that an armistice has been 
declared until tomorrow. This rumor, 
however, was neither affirmed nor de- 
nie'd by either of the parties. 


Commenting on the matter, Mr. 


Berghoff said: 


"I do not know what the next step; 


will be, but presume they will either 
enjoin or mandate—probably the lat- 
ter. 
We are in and they are out, 


'hich puts us wholly on the defens- 
ve, and we simply must endeavor to 
meet every move they make. 
We 


lave no objection to joining all the 
ssues in one case and trying them all 
together. Clearly one of us is wrong 
ond it remains for the cotirts to de- 
ide which one it is. They may be 
right, but we don't think so, and we 
certainly have the right to doubt the 
constitutionality of the law. It is 
about the only right the legislature 
did not take away from us and we 
propose to exercise it* If the courts 
decide that the law is constitutional, 
we shall surrender without a mur- 
mur, 
but that decision must come 


first. We are ready for any emergency 
and the quicker it comes the better; 
we are as anxious as they to have the 
matter settled once for all and will 
abide the result, and they must." 


Mr. Bash said this afternoon that 


there as absolutely nothing new in 
the situation and that nothing would 
be done until tomorrow. Mr, Trent- 
man was called to Pittsburg last 
night and it is expected that he v/i'l 
return to the city tonight. 
It was 


agreed before he went away that 
nothing should b& done until his 
return, when a consultation would 
be had and a definite comse of action 
would be decided upon. 
'Meantime 


he said that several letters had been 
written to the attorney general ouf- 
lining the state of affairs) here and 
it is expected that some official ad- 
vice will 'be received from him by 
tomorrow morning.

So between our British cous- 
ins and oiu selves it is about even 
up, Regaidless of how much or how 
littlo eloquence nry bo shown in 
other countries, it is undoubtedly a 
fict that in English speaking coun- 
tries oratoiy has deteriorated greatly 
Fifty 01 sixty years ago there were 
scores of men in congress who could 
properly lay claim to oratorical elo- 
quence, while today the real orators 
can be numbered on the Angers.

A transcript of the notes was 
then handed the wltncs and he was 
told to read it carefully

what he hid then s'ud. 


In this statement, made October 4, 


Jones said that Rice died a nitural 
deith and also that the will dated 
1900 was genuine. 


READ HIS TESTIMONY. 


Jones took the transcript, wliich 


coveiecl several 
typewritten pages 


and read it carefuly. 


Jones took fully half an hour to 


read ths document. In reply to Mr. 
Moore he said the statements mide 
by him to Captain McClu^key were 
conerJJy iccorded in the transcript. 


A ccpy of Jones* statement to As- 


sist-nt District Attorney Osbcuie in 
the Tombs on October 38, in which he 
said that Pi trick administered the 
chloroform to Uice> was reproduced 
and the witness said it had 'been read 
over to him and w?s substantially 
correct. 


Mr. Moore then aFkcd Jones several 


questions as to his movements during1 


the evening of Sunday, September 23, 
the day on whidx Bice died. 


Jones said he left Bice's apart- 


ments, went to a restaurant on Forty- 
second street 
and returned again 


about 6 o'clock, after having taken 
dinner.

Moore.

BICE WAS DEAD.

When witness met Patrick 
at Seventh avenue he (witness) told 
him that Mr. Bice was sleeping and 
resting easily. "I told him that I ez- 
pccted him to do what he had prom- 
ised," witness continued, "and he 
said he could not, as he had a family 
of children. He told me that I would 
have to murder Mr. Bice. Patrick 
gave me a bottle of cholorform and 
told me to fold a towal, cone shape, 
with a sponge in the narrow end sat- 
urated with choloroform. I returned 
to the house and Mr. Bice was still 
lying in bed, and I placed the towel 
and saturated sponge as directed. 


"You did that?" asfced Patrick's 


counsel. 


"I did that," replied the witness.

nificent eqestrian- statue of General 
John A. Logan, ere-cted in Iowa Circle 
in loving memoiy 
of

guished.'warrior and statesmen by his 
comrades in aims and by the people 
whom he served so well, was unveiled 
this afternoon. The ceremony occur- 
red in the presence of nn immense .as- 
semblage, including President Me- 
Kinley and the members of his cabi- 
net, t.I> surviving members of Gen- 
eral Log-an's family and many per- 
sons eminent in the military and 
civil life of the nation. 


A grandson of the famous leader, 


Master George. Tucker, draw the silk- 
en cord which released the fluttering 
flags that draped the statue and dis-

figure. 


At 1:30 p. in. an imposing military 


parade, of whichh Col. Francis L. 
Gunther, of the Fourth -artillry, was 
grand marshal, was formed on Penn- 
sylvania avenue in front of the white 
house and thence escorted the presi- 
dent and other distinguished partici- 
pants in the ceremony to Iowa Circle. 


Many veteran organizations of both 


the civil and Spanish wars marched 
by sepcrate routes to the scene of 
th unveiling. Music for the occasion 
was furnished by the Fourth Artil- 
lery band. 


General Greenville M. Dodge, presi- 


dent of the society of the Army of 
the Tennessee, presided at the cere- 
mony in Iowa circle. After the invo- 
cation -had been pronounced by the 
Rev. Frank M, Bristol, the president's 
pastoi-, General Dodge presented the 
sculptor, Mr. Franklin 
Simmons. 


Young Master Tucker then released 
the clinging draperies of the statue 
and the splendid work was disclosed.

COURTS THE NEXT RECOURSE 


MAY BE AN AGREEMENT TO AN 


OMNIBUS SUIT. 


The first actual gun fired in the 


fight between the gubernatorial po- 
lice commissioners and the city ad- 
ministration went off yesterday even- 
ing about 5 o'clock, when Messrs. 
William Geake. A. B. Trentman and

Comptroller Berghoff, according to 
appointment, nnd 
presented their 


bonds as police commissioners under 
appointment by the governor. 
Mr. 


Berghoff banded the bonds back to 
Lhe gentlemen, saying that he re- 
fused to accept them on the ground 
that the appointments have no stand- 
ng- under the constitution. The com- 
missioners left the city building evi- 
dently in the best of humor, as at no 
time during the brief interview was 
there any personal spirit of animosity 
exhibited by either party. The de- 
oarture of the commissioners closed 
the incident for the day, and it is 
rumored that nn armistice has been 
declared until tomorrow. This rumor, 
lowevcr, was neither affirmed nor de- 
nied by either of the parties. 


Commenting on the matter, Mr. 


Berghoff said: 


•I do not know what the next step 


will be, but presume they will either 
in join or mandate—-probably the lat- 
ter. 
We are in nnd they are out, 


vhich puts us wholly on the defens- 
ve, and we simply must endeavor to 
neet every move they make. 
We 


mvc no objection to joining all the 
ssues in one case and trying them all 
T.oeether. Clearly one of us is wrong 
nd it remains for the courts to de- 
ride which one it is. They may be 
•ig-ht, but we don't think so, and we 
irtalnly have the right to doubt the 


constitutionality of the law. It Is 
about the only right the legislature 
did not take away from us and we 
iropose to exercise it. If the courts 
decide that the law is constitutional, 
we shall surrender without a mur- 
nur, but that decision must come 
irst. We are ready Cor any emergency 
nd the quicker it comes the better;
